7. Description:

During Operations:
Salvageable soil over quarry and waste dump areas will be scraped from the surface using a D8 dozer or excavator bucket and
piled up prior to mining.
A hydraulic excavator is used to extract the stone from the quarry and distributed to workers on the quarry dump and pad to
process. Stone is split by hand to uniform size and stacked on pallets for shipping. Unusable material is placed on the waste
dumps. Quarry cuts will be approximately ten feet deep. Equipment used includes a D-8 bulldozer, hydraulic excavator, two-
yard front end loader, and two dump trucks. A 500 gallon fuel tank is located on site within a secondary containment
structure. <

After Operations:
Excluding 0.2 acres of pre-existing access road, all disturbed areas will be reclaimed. Excess (waste rock) materials will be
used to backfill quarry pit areas so that they are free-draining. The area will be regraded to approximate original contours
(slopes of 3 horizontal to 1 vertical). Quarry and waste rock dump areas will be covered with 18 inches of fines (amended with
compost to support vegetation). Salvaged soil will placed over the fines prior to seeding. All areas will be seeded by
broadcasting an approved seed mix designed to meet the intended post mining land use of grazing and wildlife habitat.
